BOSTON (AP) — Five fire 
fighters were killed early today 
when they were buried under 
tons of brick and mortar from 
a wall that collapsed as they 
fought a blaze in a vacant build­ 
ing. 
The fire in what once was a 
four*story toy factory claimed 
the greatest number of Boston 
fire fighters since 1942 when 
six were killed. 
Among today's dead was Pvt. 
John Clougherty, 31, son of act­ 
ing Fire Chief John Clougherty, 
who was directing 200 fire fight­ 
ers at the scene and saw the 
men killed. 
“ My GodI” he exclaimed in 
disbelief, “ I've lost my sonl”

He accepted an invitation for 
today's appearance to talk in a 
lecture series on the 1964 elec­ 
tion at the Johns Hopkins Uni* 
versity — at the behest of Dr. 
Milton Eisenhower, brother of 
the former president and a Re­ 
publican. 
Johnson was getting back to 
outright politicking later in the 
day at a White House meeting 
with representatives of an or­ 
ganizing committee for Wom­ 
en's Independent Citizens for 
Johnson. It includes suchpeop e 
as former Secretary of Welfare 
Oveta Culp Hobby and singer 
Ethel Merman. 
And after that, the President 
will be rolling along through a 
heavy schedule of swoops out of 
Washington into at least 11 
states and probably a good 
many more. He already has 
turned up in nearly a score of 
states since he received the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation, so he is well on the way 
to hitting his goal of 30 or more 
states between now and voting 
day Nov. 3. 
Starting next Tuesday, the 
heavy campaigning picks up 
again. In the next four days, 
Johnson will be in on the start 
'and the end of Lady Bird John­ 
son's whistle-stop expedition 
into the South by special train. 
He will turn up along the way at 
at least one point, too.

The dimension of the burden has evolved 
most gradually. Initially, the tax on workers 
was one percent of payroll on the first $3,-

on employers for a total of two per cent. 
Currently, the combined tax on workers and 
employers is 6 percent of the first $4,800 of 
earninzs and by 1969 it will increase to 9 
percent of the first $4,800 of earnings.

NAM Anti-Poverty Plan 
Presented Td House Unit 
A five-point program to help 
eliminate poverty has been pre­ 
sented to Congress by the Na­ 
tional Association of Manufact­ 
urers as a practical alternative 
to the Administration's “ pov­ 
erty package” legislation being 
considered by the House Com­ 
mittee on Education and Labor. 
In a statement filed with the 
Committee, the NAM said it 
does not regard enactment of 
the proposed legislation as a 
fruitful approach to further pro­ 
gress in 
the 
reduction 
of 
poverty. 
“ This does not mean that we 
advocate an attitude of indif­ 
ference to the problem of pov­ 
erty," the Association said. 
“ There are barriers to the 
elimination of poverty, and to 
the c r e a t i o n of opportunity, 
which we believe should re­ 
ceive attention both by Con­ 
gress and by all the American 
people. 
LARGER PIE 
“ Given the encouragement im­ 
plicit in the recent tax cut and 
the p r o m i s e of government 
economy, 
American industry 
and business can do more than 
any set of programs outside 
the goods—and services--pro­ 
ducing sector to eliminate pov­ 
erty.” 
The NAM said a genuine anti­ 
poverty program s hould be 
based on five points. 
The NAM statement pointed out 
that the Administration has ac­ 
knowledged that, as a conse­ 
quence of economic growth, the 
size of the nation’s poverty 
class had been declining rela­ 
tive to the rest of our society. 
“ It would appear," the NAM 
said, “ that a program aimed 
at a larger pie to divide of­ 
fers more promise of greater 
reductions in poverty, as it has 
in the past, than one which sets 
the poverty groups apart and, 
through taxation of the private 
sector to finance costly govern­ 
ment apparatus, tries to as­ 
suage their plight."

Crucial Period Still Ahead 
The dimension of the burden has evolved 
most gradually. Initially, the tax on workers 
was one percent of payroll on the first $3,- 
000 per annum of earnings with a like amount 
on employers for a total of two per cent. 
Currently, the combined tax on workers and 
employers is 6 percent of the first $4,800 of 
earnings and by 1969 it will increase to 9 
percent of the first $4,800 of earnings. These 
rates, of course, assume no increase in the 
present level of benefit payments. 
When people say that we have a “tim e- 
tested” social security program, they are, 
In my judgment, assuming a great deal. The 
crucial tests for the system still lie ahead, 
since those who have so far retired have, 
with minor exceptions, paid in as contribu­ 
tions only a small fraction of the value of the 
benefits they have received and will receive. 
It remains to be seen if the taxpayers can be

R e v e r e n c e , 
chastity, honesty, ho n o r - - a 
sense of duty and obligation and 
truthfulness in o u r relation­ 
ships with God and m an--these 
are eternal values. Expect no 
spiritual

One of the reasons for our 
present m oral dilemma Is that 
we have forgotten the absolutes 
of God’s laws and derived our 
rules of conduct from what hap­ 
pens around us.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 — 
The defeat of the Congres­ 
sional attem pt to reserve for 
the states their right to de­ 
cide their own form of gov­ 
ernment signals a turning 
point in American politics.

The Supreme Court decision 
which some in Congress had 
challenged dictates that both 
houses of all state legislatures 
must be apportioned on the 
basis of population only. Many

house based on population 
and one on counties, or other 
geographical basis. 
W hat the court really has 
dictated is th at henceforth, as 
rapidly as its decision can 
be implemented, the United 
States will become a nation of 
simple m ajority rule.

NAM Anti-Poverty Plan 
Presented T d House Unit 
A five-point program to help 
elim inate poverty has been p re­ 
sented to Congress by the Na­ 
tional Association of Manufact­ 
u rers as a practical alternative 
to the Adm inistration's “ pov­ 
erty package" legislation being 
considered by the House Com­ 
mittee on Education and Labor. 
In a statem ent filed with the 
Committee, the NAM said it 
does not regard enactment of 
the proposed legislation as a 
fruitful approach to further pro­ 
gress in 
the 
reduction 
of 
poverty. 
“ This does not mean that we 
advocate an attitude of indif­ 
ference to the problem of pov­ 
e rty ," the Association said. 
“ There are b arriers to the 
elimination of poverty, and to 
the c r e a t i o n of opportunity, 
which we believe should re ­ 
ceive attention b o t h by Con­ 
gress and by all the American 
people. 
LARGER PIE 
“ Given the encouragement im ­ 
plicit in the recent tax cut and 
the p r o m i s e of government 
economy, 
American industry 
and business can do m ere than 
any set of program s outside 
the goods—and serv ices--p ro ­ 
ducing sector to elim inate pov­ 
e rty ." 
The NAM said a genuine anti­ 
poverty program s h o u l d be 
based on five points. 
The NAM statem ent pointed out 
that the Administration has ac­ 
knowledged that, as a conse­ 
quence of economic growth, the 
size of the nation’s poverty 
class had been declining re la ­ 
tive to the rest of our society. 
“ It would appear," the NAM 
said, “ that a program aimed 
at a larger pie to divide of­ 
fers more prom ise of greater 
reductions in poverty, as it has 
in the past, than one which sets 
the poverty groups apart and, 
through taxation of the private 
sector to finance costly govern­ 
ment apparatus, tries to a s ­ 
suage their plight." 
The Association said that the 


Adm inistration's 
“ p o v e r t y 
package" actually offers noth­ 
ing new and that it will not 
provide “ new exits from pov­ 
e rty ," as its proponents in­ 
sist. Rather, the NAM said, 
it would provide “ detours that 
may lead us into dangerous 
blind alleys."

Some Persons 
Allergic To 
Plain Water 
Some persons are allergic to 
simple contact with water, two 
University of Pennsylvania re­ 
searchers reported today. 
For years a distinctive form 
of hives marked by Intense Itch­ 
ing has been seen in certain 
individuals as a result of heat, 
e m o t i o n or exertion, Drs. 
Walter B. Shelley, a derma­ 
tologist, and HowardM. Rawns- 
ley, a pathologist, Philadelphia, 
w r o t e In the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 
The common denominator in 
the development of these cases 
Is “ surface contact with sweat 
or even pure water,” they said. 
Extensive studies of three pa­ 
tients with typical cases showed 
that hives occurred after any 
contact with water or sweat in 
sensitive areas of the body. 
These a r e a s generally were 
those rich in oil glands which 
usually open Into hair follicles. 
Interestingly, the authors re­ 
lated, stress or pain did not 
initiate h'ves. This is under­ 
standable, they said, because 
neither stress nor pain pro­ 
duced much perspiration. When 
exercise caused the patient to 
perspire, they added, hives re­ 
sulted. 
The mechanism whereby water 
on the surface of the skin pre­ 
cipitates hives and itching is 
not clear, the researchers said. 
However, they theorized that 
some toxic substance is formed 
by water acting on the oil gland 
or the oil secreted by the gland 
which leads to a release of 
histamine. 
Attacks can be prevented by 
taking antihistamines or coat­ 
ing the skin with oil, the physi­ 
cians said.

The hardness of the rind at 
full maturity provides the best 
guideline for differentiating be­ 
tween a winter squash and a 
pumpkin.

o’-lantern carver knows, pump­ 
kin skin is not very hard, and 
it 
can be cooked and eaten 
along with the meat. But winter 
squash rinds serve as protec­ 
tive coatings and a shell for 
cooking; they are not eaten. 
ACORN squash - sometimes 
called 
Table Queen or Des 
Moines — as the name sug­ 
gests, is shaped much like an 
acorn. It is small, dark green, 
deeply ridged, and smooth - 
skinned. 
HUBBARD squash is usually 
large and heavy. 
It has a 
“ warty ’ skin which may be 
dark green, bluish-green or 
even bright orange in color. 
One of the most popular win­ 
ter varieties is BUTTERNUT. 
This long-necked squash has a 
smooth-textured* orange flesh 
hidden beneath a tan-colored, 
relatively tender skin.

materials chosen for Beach Ha­ 
ven West homes is mineral fiber 
siding with a new acrylic finish 
designed to lock in color and pro­ 
tect it from the ravages of salt 
air, Shapiro said. Modern mineral 
fiber siding doesn’t require paint­ 
ing to prolong its effective life. 
Windows in all models are 
stock units of ponderosa pine. 
“We find that the use of today’s 
wood windows, which are chemi­ 
cally treated at the factory, vir- 
ually eliminates the problems 
that plague other windows, espe­ 
cially along the seacoast,” Sha­ 
piro said.

Plain Water 


Some persons are allergic to 
sim ple contact with w ater, two 
U niversity of Pennsylvania re ­ 
search ers reported today. 
F or years a distinctive form 
of hives marked by Intense Itch­ 
ing has been seen In certain 
Individuals as a result of heat, 
e m o t i o n or exertion, Drs. 
W alter B. Shelley, a derm a­ 
tologist, and Howard M. Rawns- 
ley, a pathologist, Philadelphia, 
w r o t e In t h e Journal of the 
A m erican Medical Association. 
The common denom inator In 
the development of these cases 
Is “ surface contact with sweat 
o r even pure w ater,” they said. 
Extensive studies of three pa­ 
tients with typical cases showed 
that hives occurred after any 
contact with water or sweat in 
sensitive areas of the body. 
These a r e a s generally were 
those rich in oil glands which 
usually open Into hair follicles. 
Interestingly, the authors re ­ 
lated, stre ss o r pain did not 
initiate hives. This is under­ 
standable, they said, because 
neither stre ss nor pain pro­ 
duced much perspiration. When 
exercise caused the patient to 
perspire, they added, hives re ­ 
sulted. 
The mechanism whereby water 
on the surface of the skin p re ­ 
cipitates hives and itching is 
not clear, the research ers said. 
However, they theorized that 
som e toxic substance is formed 
by w ater acting on the oil gland 
o r the oil secreted by the gland 
which leads to a release of 
histam ine. 
Attacks can be prevented by 
taking antihistam ines or coat­ 
ing the skin with oil, the physi­ 
cians said.
